The Cathedral was destroyed in 
the Chicago Fire of 1871. The size and 
beauty of this Gothic Cathedral are a tribute 
to the then few and poor Catholics of 
Chicago. The cornerstore was laid by Bishop 
Thomas Foley on July 19, 1874. The Cathe¬ 
dral thus celebrates its 100th anniversary 
this year. It was restored under John Cardi¬ 
nal Cody in 1968-69. The Cathedral stands 
on Chicago’s Near North Side in an area that 
has had many periods of decay and pros¬ 
perity. It is there as the symbol of Christ 
and the Church in good times and bad — its 
210 foot spire reaching upward to our real 
hope — God.

confidence in those who see it; may it offer spiritual 
assurance to all who enter it; may it be a symbol and 
instrument of peace, of peace that the world cannot 
give.
